In the Philippines, the people will be only as 
loyal to the government as they have faith in their pub- 
lic officials. It is thus indispensable that they are con- 
vinced that no one — especially public officials them- 
selves— enjoy privileges or rights under the law that 
they themselves do not enjoy. 

The Quezon order will tend to dissipate the belief, 
that unfortunately has been fomented In recent years, 
that the government is ruled by tayo-tayo.

The influence of the campaijg:n fund in the decision 
of an election, ha^ ahvaj's been one of the gravest prob- 
lems in a democracy. Money 
plays an important part in an 
election. The day when all a 
candidate had to do was to go 
before a limited constituency 
and present his case on its 
merits passed away with the 
town meeting. In even the smallest communities the 
.aspirant for public office must present something more 
than well-reasoned arguments and a spotless record. As 
- a result, the situation obtains today in which the candi- 
,.date who is longest on the purse is also bound to be longest 
..on the odds to win. 

; ^ The evils which uncontrolled use of money in a cam- 
paign brings in its train are obvious. They liave been 
"recognized in the United States, with the result that there 
' the law steps in to provide a degree of regulation. In his 
recent message to th6 -National Assembly President Que- 
zon again emphasizes them, in urging the legislators to 
enact a measure which would to some extent place a ciu-b 
on indiscriminate spending by candidates. 

■ • It is admittedly difficult to establish such a control. 

But something can be done in that direction, even if it is, 
only an official expression of the public will, made through 
a duly enacted statute, that excessive lavishness in cam- 
paign spending is. contrary to the public interest. The 
abolition of the ceduJa tax is a long step in the direction 
of reasonable financing of .elections. A measure making 
it obligatory for a candidate or a party to publish and 
present for audit an account of expenses and of receipts 
would bring politics nearer to that goal. 

The President has called the attention of the National 
Assembly to a situation which calls for remedy — for early 
remedy, in view* of the nearness of the general elections.

lldent) stated in his speech, befox’e 
the townspeople of Virac (Catan- 
fdiianes) at the public square on 
fhls arriv'al at that lown, the other 
;,day. He expressed the hope that 
^very justice of the peace would 

fe rove himself equal to this very 
nporrant responsibility. 

The President arrived in Virac 
at 4 p.m. Wednesday. He wag met 
by thousands of people at the pier 
Stnd from there he was conducted 
to the towTi church where a Te 
Houm was sung. From the church 
j he proceeded to the public square 
I w here he addressed the people. 



In the course of his speech the 
President also touched on the ad- 
ministration of justice, saying that 
the primray. interest of his admin- 
istration is to see to it that junice 
I is accorded everybody — the poor 
and the rich alike, the humble and 
the powerful. Referring to the 
provincial and municipal officials, 
he reminded them that* it was .their 
duty to cooperate in the execution 
of this primary objective of the 
Government. 

It was here that, the President's 
attention was drawn to a placard 
which provoked his indignation be- 
cause of the implied charge against 
the officials of the sub-pfovinge of 
Catanduanes that it contained. The 
implication was that in public 
works men were employed through 
political influence, favoritism, the 
“padrino*’ system, and bribery.. 
Right then and there the Presid- 









cut iislzed who was responsible for 
lhati placard, demanding that if 
anyone knew of a case where em- 
ployment in public works had been 
secured only through those means 
and could prove it, that that per- 
son speak up right that moment.

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ADDRESSING the inaugural meet- 
ing of the special 10-day session of 
the National Assembly Monday after- 
noon, President Quezon presented one 
issue, buried a second and revived a 
third. In the order named they were: 
dean elections, increased taxes, and ra- 
ligious instx’uction in the public schools. 

Since the special session was called 
primarily to enact legislation providing 
for the assembly elections in November, 
President Quezon first asked that the 
date of the election be set, then sailed 
into one of his pet projects: clean 
elections. 

“I desire to invite your attention,’’ 
he said in an addre^ tvbich be per- 
sonally delivered, ^^to the need of 
amending the Election Law^, so as to 
prohibit and punish certain practices 
not covered by existing legislation. 
These practices are w^dl known gi’eatly 
to increase expenditures to the candi- 
dates and tend to dtiate the elections. 
Determined as we are to establish de- 
mocracy firmly and peimanently in 
our country, we must exercise the 
strictest vigilance to maintain the 
streams of free popular expression un- 
polfuted and undefiled. Above all we 
must guard the ballot box against the 
pernicious influence of‘ money, and 
guarantee to every citizen tliat the Jack 
of wealth shall not be a bar to his 
seeking an opportwiity to serve his 
nation. I trust, therefore, that you 
will be able to accord to this matter 
early consideration.”

certain tax measures, Mr. Quezon said, 
‘Tt now appears that we have collect- 
ed during the first six months of this 
year several million pesos more than 
vras estimated in the budget. It is not 
necessary, therefore, to enact at this 
time any tax ’measure to raise funds 
to defray the urgent expenses of the 
government for the bureau of educa- 



tion and other necessai’y activities. In 
view of this' fact, I have decided not 
to ask you at this special session to 
consider tax legislation . leaving the 
matter for jouFnext regular session.” 
Lest anyone believe, however, that he 



was permanently giving up his ideas^ 
of increased government revenue. Pres- 
ident Quezon laimcSed into a brief dis- 
cussion of the princijxles of taxation. 
Said he: 

‘‘The power to tax can he and should 



be used both to produce revenues for 
the government, and as an instrument 
to mold and direct the social and eco- 
nomic organization of the conutry. . . . 
Everyone should realize that people 
of the Philippines are, absolutely as 
well as relatively, among the least 
taxed people in the world. On the 
other hand, we cannot stagnate; we 
must make progress; we are far from 
performing adequately the most ele- 
mentary duties of government. Hun- 
dreds ()[' thousands of children are still 
being deprived of the oppoifunity to 



enter the primary schools, despite the 
injunction of the Constitution that no 
child of school age be deprived of thi.s 
privilege. The health of our people is 
not being properly protected, and there 
are many other essential activities 
which the government should under- 
take and which have not so far been 
done for lack of funds. We must, 
therefore, insure a larger income for 
the government, within the limits, of 
course, of the economic capacity of the 
country to provide that income. This 
means that we must not only revise 
our system of taxation to conform with 
the principle of the ability to pay, but 
also with a view to increasing our rev- 



enues.' 



The President's Solution 






Finally he turned to his solution: 
the creation of a tax commission to go 
over the entire question of taxation 
and make recommendations for its al- 
teration. Along these lines he said: 

. .it is most desirable that our tax 
structure possess some degree of per- 
manency. To avoid frequent changes 
in our tax laws so disturbing to busi- 
ness, we should endeavor to estimate 
the probable and inevitable increase in 
the expenditures of the government 
during the next ten years, so that rev- 
enue laws may be passed adequately 
to meet such requirements I, there- 
fore, propose, the appointment of n 
Commission which will study our tax 
system considering the growing co.st

THE DYNAMIC PERSONALITY of President 
Manuel L, Quezon has been endowed by his admirers 
with a shiningf glow almost legendary. Consider for 
instance that supposed incident with God. It seems the 
great day arrived when Dictators Mussolini and Hitler, 
and President Quezon reached Heaven. God stood up 
from His throne to greet Mussolini. God did the same 
thing when Hitler ejjtered. But when Quezon ap- 
peared, God did not bother to stand up. Naturally, 
Quezon demanded why he was not accorded the same 
greeting given Hitler and Mussolini. “I was afraid,” 
said God, “you might grab my throne.” 

His personality can only be that of a man whose 
life has been tempered like steel in the fire of conflicts 
and clashing of wills. The fates have conspired to bring 
him tq the forefront of our struggle for freedom. His 
has been a tumultuous career devoted for more than 
two decades to the fight for Yilipino autonomy. Time 
and again it has been shown how perfectly he suits the 
part assigned him by the gods ; his keen political in- 
sight, his audacity in making decisions and then re- 
versing them completely when time and situation so 
demanded, his generosity, his foresight, his keenness 
of mind, his tenacity of conviction, even his instinct 
for showmanship and melodrama. 

When he came back from his last trip to the United 
States with new statements of public policy, various 
elements, those used to his moves as well as those not 
so used, began to take notice of a President who has 
developed from a clever and keen-witted politician into 
an accomplished statesman. His last trip wrought in 
him a very evident metamorphosis. Everybody was 
surprised, not so much by the suddenness of the evo- 
lution, for some people took this simply as a manifesta- 
tion of his sudden changes of front but because the 
change in his attitude vitally was concerned with the 
welfare of the people. He had become an ardent cham- 
pion of social justice. At first this seems over- 
whelming but closer examination will reveal that Pres- 
ident Quezon has not only matured, or sobered, to use a 
milder term, but has become acutely conscious of his 
people’s lot. In the many countries he visited, he saw 
misery and suffering but where before, the rulers did 
nothing to relieve unhappy conditions, now they are 
trying their best to lift them from the muck of ignor- 
ance and suffering to the light. In some countries he 
saw the two sides of the picture, the people regenerated 
by a radical program of social and economic reform 
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and at the same time forced to swallow the repugnant | 
fact that their minds and their bodies are dedicated ^ 
purely to the ambition of their dictators. This may 
seem inconsistent but it is not, and that makes it the ^ 
more pathetically ironical. Being a close student of hu- ^ 
man nature he perceived that the drift of contemporary j 
events in these latter countries pointed to inevitable ^ 
chaos. In some there was already actual chaos. In § 
others, the power s-that-be- are forcing the matter to a I 
showdown and still in others, the rulers were trying n 
desperately to stave off the restlessness and discon- it 
tervt of the people. The President acquired a hereto- 
fore unknown perspective that he vowed he would pro- i 
fit from, and possibly draw from when he came back | 
to his country to map out his program. 

HE HAS therefore taken a new, "revitalized lease 
of life. His days of political struggle are comparatively a 
over and now he takes to the helm as an economic pilot, t 
So far he has shown himself very capable in the new | 
role and because of his statesmanship he bids fair to p 
excel his own career heretofore. He has become in- | 
creasiagly aware of the grave responsibilities of state J 
and has resolutely put his shoulders to the task. 

In between discussions of affairs of state in Wash- ip. 
ington. President Quezon took time out and made trips pi 
to different countries: Mexico, Cuba, Germany and I 
France. Most profitable of these trips was the “un- 3 
official, social and sentimental, without political signi- 
ficance” Mexican trip. On the surface, it was unof- J 
ficial and social, but when he came back to the Phil- ^ 
ippines his pronouncements belied these claims. j 

Returning to Washington he said his visit to Me- ^ 
xico had not only been a pleasant one but one of the 
most instructive as well. He paid a very high ti'ibute j 
to Mexican President Lazaro Cardenas, calling him a 3 
man of high ideals and purposes, a man who knew the | 
problems of his people, a man who had a thorough 3 
grasp of the problems with which his country was con- « 
fronted. He formed his impression of General Car- ^ 
denas not at formal gatherings and banquet-halls but ^ 
in the towns and villages whei’e he found the Presi- '*5 
dent busy with the reconstruction program of the state.

THE SPEECH delivered by President Quezon 
bef 01 e students of Mnnila on the occasion of his birth- 
day was perhaps one of the most eloquent and effec- 
tive that he has ever delivered. Except for one or 
two jarring notes, it was from beginning to end a most 
exhilarating ciuticism of the weaknesses of the Fili- 
pino character. Mincing no words, President Quezon 
called attention to the fact that our people are too 
easy-going, that they are uninclined to exert unusual 
effort, that they have a tendency to parasitism, that 
they are lacking in earnestness. He therefore pro- 
posed to undertake a campaign of national regenera- 
tion to the end not only that the youth may be in- 
structed anew in the fine traits of their forefathers, 
but also that they may be vigorized and stimulated 
to assume more effectively their share of the burden 
of national construction. 

In proposing, however, the emulation of the ideals 
of the Japanese Bushido as the means whereby the 
Filipinos may be thus regenerated. President Quezon 
in effect spoiled the effect of his eloquent advocacy. 
His allusion to Bushido must have been due either to 
misapprehension of the nature of Bushido or to un- 
conscious desire to emphasize our cultural poverty. 

Bushido is the code of the samurai class in the 
feudal society of Japan. It is therefore wholly un- 
fitted for a democratic countrj?^ like the Philippines. 
Bushido stresses loyalty, courage, and obedience, yes, 
but it stresses them in a direction that would be un- 
tenable under a democratic society. Assuredly, dem- 
ocracy does not teach lack of manners and rudeness ; 
fine manners are fine under any social system. But 
individual fi’eedom and self-respect are of the very 
essence of democracy itself. The loyalty and obe- 
dience which are central in the Bushido code are iden- 
tical to those which are being developed in the fascist 
countries of Europe today. The equivalent virtues 
under a democracy would be cooperation and toler- 
ance. 

Certainly, there are many things that we can 
admire in, and learn from, the Japanese character 
and way of life. But we feel that their Bushido code 
is not one of these. We have as fine a tradition of 
courteous behaviour and fine living as any nation in 

The Philippines occupies a strategic position as a 
Christian democracy in the Far East, and on the fate 
of Philippine democracy must depend in large meas- 
ure the fate of democracy in the neighboring coun- 
tries. 

This consideration places a heavy responsibility 
on the shoulders of the lovers of democracy both here 
and in the United States. It is their inescapable duty 
to see to it that the world-wide encirclement of the 
democratic forces by the forces of fascism be not the 
more easily effected by the abandonment of the Phil- 
ippines to the wolves of totalitarianism.

There is, therefore, no danger that in the Philippines 
the railroad may be forced into obsolescence by air 
transports and motortrucks and busses. On the contrary 
air transports will probably never prove a competitor, while 
overland motor vehicles will in the main serve as feeders to 
a truly complete railroad system in Luzon. President 
Quezon is right in believing that highways will do in Min- 
Hahao as well as in the other minor islands because of their 
size, but Luzon has a land extension much gi’eater than 
what can be safely and efficiently covered by trucks and 
busses. Its only railroad system should therefore be im« 
proved upon and expanded into a truly sea-to-sea road.

I Assembly Boost Expenses By 
I Pi, 900, 000 Over Budget 
f Presented by Quezon 

The 1938 appropriation bill ap- 
proved by the National Assembly 
early last Sunday morning author- 
izes the expenditure of r78,866,220.12 
for the ordinary operating expenses 
of the national government, an 
amount greater by fl2, 155, 438.19 
than that authorized for the cur- 
rent year. ' 

Since the regular income for 1938 
has been estimated by President 
Manuel L. Quezon at P80,445,700, 
the end of 1938 will find a surplus 
of only PI, 579, 479. 88, from which Pl,- 
551,599. representing the authorized 
extraordinary expenses^ will be de- 
ducted, leaving a surplus of only 
P27,880.88. 

The National Assembly increased 
the 1938 budget by Pl,977,192 over 
that recommended by President 
Quezon. When the President submit- 
ted the budget to the Assembly on 
October 30. he recommended the ex- 
penditure of P76, 296.207.22, but 
amended this last Friday when he 
proposed an increase of P592, 820.90, 
or a total of P76,889.028.12. 

The Assembly increased its ap- 
propriation by P100,820. from P1.271,- 
710 recommended by the President 
to PI ,372 520, as it authorized general j 
salary restoration of all its officials 
and employes and increased the al- 
lowance of each legislator for pos- 
tage and telegrams from P200 to 
P400 each. 

The appropriation for the Phil- 
ippine Army in 1933 will really be 
121,764,510. inasmuch as it is ex- 
pected to have a surplus of P5,310,- 
000 at the end of this year, which, 
under the National Defense Act is 
carried over to next year. Besides 
the P21,764,510 the arnw will have 
‘for next year, it will mso be ^iven 
an additional ainour^ of P3.000 000 
for a construction program, tins 
amount to he included in the pub- 
11^ works bill that will be taken up 
at the third regular session open- 
ing on Januai’y 24. > 

There are two sets of extraordina- 
ry expenditures authorized m the 
1938 budget. One set which is 
PI 551,599 will be taken fiom the 
regular income and another, which 
is"Sr Pl.137,748, will be deducted 
from the coconut oil excise tax re- 
fund.

hen President Manuel Quezon pro- 
posed a cooperative organization to the 
tenants of the Buenavista hacienda in 
Bulacan recently, his attitude was one 
Of take It or leave-it.” The tenants 
would vote on the cooperative idea in a 
plebiscite. If they accepted it, the 
government would go through with its 
plans to le^se the estate. If they re- 
jected it, the government would pre- 
sumably wash its hands of the whole 
affair. 

Last week however Mr. Quezon got 
wind of a scheme to boycott the plebis- 
cite. The Buenavista tenants, he heard, 
were holding out for outright expro- 
priation of the land for redistribution 
to them. 

Furious at this attitude of passive 
resistance, the President motored down 
to the sehoolhouse of San Ildefoiiso, in 
the heart of the distressed region, told 
300 barrio lieutenants and tenants: 
‘^Before you can boycott the goveni- 
ment, we will boycott you.” 

Then he called off the plebiscite, 
announced that the government would 
go through with its plans to lease the 
estate and establish a cooperative or- 
ganization. He appointed Jose G. San- 
victores (see page 25), manager of the 
organization, which expects to start 
operation sometime this month. ‘‘Take 
it and like it,” summarized the Chief 
Executive’s determined stand. 

“I’ll resign if the is not a 

success in a year and a half !” he 
boasted. 

President Quezon accused Juan Pus- 
tia, a lawyer who has been leading 
the fight for outright expropriation^ 
of “foolish agitation.” He asked : 
“What are we having here, anyway? 
’A revolution? How can we allow the 
wishes of one or two associations to 
prevail over those of the administra- 
tion?” • 

He was referring to the Hanaa Na 
(It Is Prepared) and Dupiating Na, 
(It Has Arrived) , tAVO tenant societies 
under the control of Rnstia, which had 
threatened to boycott the plebiscite.

Quezon^s Plea For Unity 

T JNTTY at this critical stage of Philippine political 
development, for which President Quezon pleaded 
at a speech as a guest of the U. P. Alumni Council, is 
undoubtedly indispensable to the country. A disruption 
of the political harmony, especially one artificially 
brought about, would accomplish no useful purpose, j^et 
it would have a fatal effect on the difficult task of 

building a new nation. ^ ^ 

If we imderstand him correctly. President Queiron 
is not permanently averse to the existence of opposing 
political parties. But he would not have the present 
political unity disrupted unless a great, profound issue 
surges as the basis of political division.

Under the bill, all the officials of 
the city are to be appointed by the 
President with the consent of the 
commission on appointments. These 
officials include the mayor, vice- 
mayor, the city .secretary, the mem- 
bers of the council, city health of- 
ficer, city engineer, chief of police, 
city treasurer, city assessor, city 
attorney, and the assistant city at- 
torney. The President may remove 
any of them at pleasure. 

The mayor shall receive a com- 
pensation of not more than P7,200.

When Piosidcnt VTilson went into 
o lico .u 1013 he named Burton 
liarrisoii as governor general. 
Harrison undid much of what had 
been accomplished up to that time. 
He joined hands with the Manila 
politicians, ivbo expected to control 
if independence became a fact. But 
even ho was not able to destroy all 
that had been done. When ho went 
out, Gen. Leonard IVood took up the 
reconstruction problem, and was fol- 
lowed ‘’by Col. Theodore Boosevclt, 
^vlio had made a good re«)rd in 
Puerto Rico. 

Then, on Oct. 15, 1935, the Com- 
monwealth Republic was established, 
with Manuel Quezon as first Pres- 
ident. Later Paul V. McNutt was 
sent to Manila not as governor gen- 
eral, hut as High Commissioner. ThO' 
situation in China, meantime, had 
alarmed the people and even the 
loaders, who recognize a mistake was 
made in the law to turn the island 
republic adrift in 1046. l\Tr. ^McNutt 
counsels against getting out, and liis 
successor is simply clouding the issue 
when he declares an opposite policy 
before he has even left our shores. 

There is no doubt that sentiment 
in this country is in favor of a square 
deal for tlie Filipinos. It would not 
be fair to sidestep our responsibility 
and let them fall prey to Japan or 
aiiv other nation. Nor is it^ fair to 
ourselves to assume responsibility for . 
their sovereignty without any 
authority on our part. Wc have a 
hational^ obligation that should not , 
he avoided -by washing our hands o1 
the islands and turning the milhona 
of natives over to the exploitation or 
a few Manila politicians posing ^ as 
the champions of ^‘independence.
